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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the claimed limitation of 
"processing said electronic mail message to determine whether said electronic mail message includes said second type of program 
identification information if said electronic mail message does not includes said first type of program identification information." is not 
met by the Westlake reference, stating that the reference only teaches searching for a first type of information (applicant's remarks, page 
9-10). 

In response, the examiner first must note that any reference which anticipates the claimed limitation relating to the "first type of program 
information", which applicant asserts is the case with Westlake, would anticipate the claimed invention. On page 10 of applicant's 
remarks, applicant states "In other words, Westlake would never perform a step of "processing said electronic mail message to 
determine whether said electronic mail message includes said second type of program identification information if said electronic mail 
message does not include said first type of program identification information" because there would never be a situation where the 
electronic message of Westlake "does not includes said first type of program identification information" (i.e., a given text term in the 
electronic message of FIG. 4), as claimed." However, were this the case, the claim would still be anticipated by the reference, because 
the second processing step is entirely conditional upon the result of the first processing step, and if there is a first type of program 
identification information in every message, then the second processing step would never be performed by the claimed invention, and 
thus the reference anticipates the claim. 

Further, the "types" of program identification information found in the electronic messages taught by Westlake is not merely text in the 
generic sense, as the text under consideration in Westlake can literally refer to anything. The program identification information being 
searched for within the message consists of the categories of program identification information found in the EPG to which the text found 
in the electronic message is being compared. As shown on page 23, lines 14-28 of Westlake, these types of program identification 
information that are being checked for (by comparing terms with EPG information) include many types, such as program start time, end 
time, duration, channel, and characteristic information like program title, theme, category, program keywords, description, program type, 
and repeat frequency. As such, Westlake not only teaches searching for first and second types of program characteristic information, 
but also third, fourth, fifth, and so on until all matches are found.. 
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
